HB 1783 - DIGEST

Provides that hospital governing authorities may require that
disputes regarding admitting privileges or membership be resolved
by arbitration after the governing authority has made its final
decision. The hospital may require the practitioner to pay up to
one-half of the costs of the arbitrator and may require that the
prevailing party pay the attorneys' fees of the other party only
where the arbitrator finds the appeal was frivolous.
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
